At  the  time  of  the 
Second  .’or  1  i  ;/&r ,  G.A.  Hit  ere  v  performed  a  great  and  fruit¬ 
ful,  task  in  tl;e  matter  of '  extending  medical  health  services 
to  the  Soviet  Army,  assuring  the?  country  of  spi  deni  ©.logical 
well-being,  and  liquidating  health  hazards  arising  "as  a  re- 
.sult  of  the  war. 

Between  the  years  1947  and  1954,  G.A,  Jliterev  sucSess- 
fully  headed  the  Central  X’ublic  Health  and  Hygiene  Scienti¬ 
fic  Research  Institute  iineni  F.F.  Brisnan ,  la  1954  he  was 
chosen  to  be  the  chairman  of  the  Executive' Conaittee  of  the 
Union  of  Soviet  Red  Cross  and  Red  Crescent  Societies.

Professor  Aleksandr  Lukich  Grigoliya,  Director  of. 
the  Abkhazian  Branch  (filial)  of  the  Georgian  SffR  Institute 
of  Health  Resort  Science  and  Physical  Therapy,  senior  phy¬ 
sician  of  the  Abkhazian  Autonomous  SSR,  senior  scientist  of 
the  Georgian  SSR,  and  Doctor  of  Medical  Sciences,  has  Just 
recently  celebrated  his  80th  birthday* 

A.L*  Grigoliya  was  horn  on  28  November  1879  in  the 
village, of  Sachilavo  near  lutaisi.  In  1903  he  enrolled  in 
the  department  of  medicine  at  the  University  of  Tomsk,  from 
which  he  was  expelled  its  1905  for  having  taken  part  in  a 
student  demonstration;  for  this  reason,  his  graduation  was 
delayed  until  April  1910,  Upon  completion  of  his  studies, 
he  was  invited  to  remain  at  the  University's  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  clinic. 

In  1912  he  moved  to  Sukhumi,  where  he  did  a  great 
deal  of  work  in  organizing  the  medico-sanitation  department 
on  behalf  of  the  Sukhumi  town  council.  In  1914  A.L,  Grigo¬ 
liya  initiated  action  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing  to 
fruition  plans  for  a  50-patiect  infectious-disease  hopital 
at  Sukhumi,  which  was  later  tc  become  the  Second  Sukhumi 
Municipal  Hospital,  and  where  ho  assumed  the  duties  of  .head 
physician  and  director  of  the  surgical  and  gynecological 
departments. 

In  1924  A.L.  Grigoliya  was  chosen  to  .be  vice-chair¬ 
man  ■  of  the  Abkhazian  Red  Cross  Society.  At  this  time  he  did 
a  great  deal  in  marshalling  the  cooperation  of  community 
organizations  toward  the  establishment  in  the  Republic  of  a 
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network  of  treatment  and  $•  rUventivs  institutions.  Through 
funds  and  voluntary  labor  contributed  by. the  general  public 
were  built  the  Adzyubshini  hospital  with  30  beds  and  in¬ 
cluding  obstetric,  surgical,  and  therapeutic  departments, 
the  Otob&yav  village  hospital  with  30  beds,  the  anti -malaria 
dispensary  at  Gali  with  laboratories  and  10-bed  in-patient 
unit,  7  village  pharmacies  in  rayons  most  severely  stricken 
with  malaria,  and  the  10-bed  hospital  at  Chernaya  Rechka 
which  included  an  out-patient  clinic*  This  was  a- time  when 
malaria  was  raging  in  Abkhazia,  and.  %  when,.,  the  mortality  rate 
due  to  its  malignant' form  was  extremely  high# 'T;0..,combat  the 
epidemic;  A. L.  Grigoliya  organized  I?  anti— malaria  ■madical 
stations.  /•  < 

In  1926  Aleksandr  Lukich  was  named  deputy 'director 
of  the  medical  department  under  the  Main  Health  Resort  Ad¬ 
ministration  of  Abkhazia.  In  addition  to  discharging  his 
basic  duties ,  A. L»  Grigoliya  at  this  time  devoted  . a'  great 
deai  of  attention  to  discovering  and  studying  the  climatic 
ahd  ‘baZiiOologi cal  resources  of  the  Republic,  which  :had '  here¬ 
tofore-  received  almost  ho  scientific  investigation.  This 
task  involved  a  great  many  difficulties  due  to  the  utter  lack 
of  organizations  and  competent  specialists.  Due  to  his- own- 
initiative  and  enormous  persistence,  however,  -.A .!•;  Grigoliya 
succeeded 'in  laying  the  ground  work  for  future  research  in  *' 
this  area.  v  •.  -■  % 

The  work  proceeded  iii  two  directions:  a)  the  study 
of  the.  prevailing  humid-  subtropical  climate  and  'its  influence 
on  the  healthy  and  ailing  organism,  and  b )  the  diseoveary  • 
and  study  Of  mineral  water  sources  with 'the  aim  of  estab¬ 
lishing  balneological  health  resorts#  Within- the  context  of 
this  research  program  were  organized  the  subtropical  Climate 
Scientific  Research  Station  at  Akhali  Afoni  with  a  75^bed- 
clinical  department  and  -laboratories  ,  the  IS-bed  -  cl  iniCal  ' 
department  at  the  Sanatorium  Imeni  Stalin  at  Gagry,  and  the 
25-bed  clinical  ti ©p a .rt m e n t  at  the  Sanatorium  imeni  Lfenin  at 
Gul*ripsh,  The  therapeutic  effects  of  the  Abkhazian  humid"' 
subtropical  climate  and  tho  symptoms  both  in  favor  of  and 
against  sending  a  patient  to  the  Abkhazian  health  fesofts  • 
were  first  studied  and  worked  out  at  these  establishments. 

*  The  second  problem  was  solved  by  organizing ■ a  number 
of  multi  —purpose  expeditions  among"  whose  members  were Alek¬ 
sandr  Lukich  and  other  prominent  specialists .  These  expe¬ 
ditions  : discovered  over  100  mineral  water  sources  on-  the  ' 
territory  of  the  Abkhazian  Republic.  Some  of  these  are  al- 
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i>6lng  Ui>ed:  at  t<ic  pressa !;  tJoej  afioaj  th:w e  are  "the 
Tkvarcheli  mineral,  'waters  with  a  yield  of  over  dp®  million 
.  : liters  every  24  hoars  ,  the  '3 anapiro  source  near  A'f-on,  ‘the 
Avadkhar  mineral  water*  the  Oleum i  calcium  mineral  source  *• 
containing  over  32%  calcium  chloride,  the  Sukhumi  mineral 
waters,— etc.  A  study  of  the  natural  therapeutic  factors  in 
the  Ritsa-Avac’khar  region  extending  over  many  years  has 
served  as  the  basis  for  recognizing  this  region  as  a  resort 
area  of  significance  for  the  entire  Soviet  Union. 

*n  1938,.  A.  L,  Grigcliya  was  responsible  for  ergani— 
zing  the  Abkhazian  Health  Resort  Scientific  Research  Ihsti— 
tute  at  Sukhumi,  being  then  named  to  assume  the  post  of  its 
director.  From  June  1941  to  194?  it  ceased  operations  in 
connection  with  wartime  conditions,  and  in  I9d9  was  reor¬ 
ganized  in  the  staxus  of  the  Abkhazian  Branch  (filial)  of 
the  Georgian  Institute  of  Health  Resort  Science  with  Pro¬ 
fessor  A. Li  Grigoliya  as  its  director,  Aleksandr  Lukich 
continues  to  Hold  this  post  to  the  present  time,  and  is 

no-v  rigorously  developing  the  solutions  to  the  indicated 
problems. 


Professor  A.L.  Grigoliyc,  is  doing  much  toward  the 
training  of  local  Health  resort  science  specialists.  Since 
1952,  he  has  supervised  the  preparation  of  7  theses  for  the 
degree  of  Candidate  of  Medical  Sciences;  four  other  rosear- 
chers  are  presently  completing  their  dissertations }  two 
doctoral  dissertations  have  been  completed,  one  of  which 
been  defended.  Since  1929,  Aleksandr  Lukich  has  been  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  completion  of  about  400  scientific  papers, 
92  of  which  he  had  written  hiRself* 

Professor  A..L.  Origoliya  is  also  engaged  in  important 
public  activities.  Fcr  a  number  of  years  be  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Central  Executive  Committee  of  the  Abkhazian 
Autonomous  SSR,  and  has  also  served  as  deputy  in  the  Sukhumi 
ity  Council  of  Workers*  Deputies,  Since  1948  he  lias  been  a 
deputy  of  Abkhazian  Autonomous  3sa  Supreme  Soviet  as  well  as 
chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Commission  of  the  Abkhazian 
Autonomous  SSR  Supreme  Soviet.

In  January  1960  Professor  M.l.  Barsukov,  Doctor  of 
Medical  Sciences  and  one  of  the  first  Soviet  public  health 
organizers,  celebrated  his  70th  birthday. 

M.l.  Barsukov  took  part  in  three  revolutions:  the 
1905-1907  rebellion,  th-e  February  Bourgeois-Democratic  Re¬ 
volution,  and  the  Great  October  Socialist  Revolution;  lie 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  -Party  3ince  March  1917. 

In  the  days  of  Great  October  he  supervised  the  work  of  the 
medico-sanitary  section  Cf  the  Military-Revolutionary  Commit¬ 
tee  under  the  Petrcgrad  Soviet  of  Soldiers*  and  Workers  * 
Deputies,  and  at  the  sane  time  headed  the  medico-sa.ni  tary 
department  of  the  2nd  convocation  cf  the  All-Russian  Cen¬ 
tral  Executive  Committee,  M.l.  Barsukov  was  also  chairman 
of  the  board  of  the  Main  Military— Medical  Administration 
and  Council  of  Physicians*  Boards.  At  the  time  of  the  Russ¬ 
ian  Civil  7ar  (1918—1920)  Mikhail  Ivanovich  headed  the  medi¬ 
cal  corps  of  the  Eastern,  Southwestern,  Southern,  and  West¬ 
ern  military  districts.  During  these  years  he  worked  out 
and  tested  in  actual  practice  among  the  troops  of  the  South¬ 
ern  front  a  new  system  of  military  medical  care  and  assist¬ 
ance. 

M.l.  Barsukov's  subsequent  activity  was  directed  to¬ 
ward  putting  into  practice  the  principles  of  Soviet  public 
health.  He  was  one-of  the  first  Soviet  public  health  leaders 
in  the  Far  East  (1923— 192d) ,  where  he  did  a  great  deal  for 
the  unification  of  medical  services,  as  well  as  for  the  re¬ 
storation  and  organization  of  new  health  resorts,  Ee  was 
csireatly  instrumental  in  the  creation  of  two  new  health  re-

Wafa,  Yur  * yev  was  born  on  22  February  1879  in  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Ivanovskaya  Vi'rga,  in  f  ormer-  '  Penmens kay a  'fcaberniya. 

He  received  his  elementary  education  at  the  4— year  school 
•in  the  team  of  Ni-shae~le>AOv ,  whence  he  graduated  in  1892. 

From.  1898  to  1.89.9 ,  he.  studied  at  the'  secondary  liar i las kiy 
Airri-oultariil'  School  In  .former  Saratovskaya'  Gubarniya; '  gradu¬ 
ating  in  the.  fall  of  1.899,  he  enrolled  in-  the  Novo- Aleksan¬ 
driyskiy  Agricultural  and  Forestry  Institute  Chow  "the  Khar*— 
key  Agricultural  Institute)  *  -whence  he  was  expelled-  in  1901 
for  participating  in  a- student  strike.  It  was  hot  until  1903 
tt  at  he  could  reenter  t  hi  a  institution,  -trots-' which  he  gradu¬ 
ated  In  1905  with  the  title  of  -Qualified  Agronomist.  After 
working  .for  four  years  -  as  an  uyead-level---  civil-service  agro- 
nomiat  in  the  Hlsfcn*~X.emovski y  Uyemd,  V,Y&„  afur’yev  in  1S09 
began  to  work .  oa  the  development  of  now  domestic  grain,  culture 
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ods ,  to  rfesign  and  construct  special  equipment ,  etc. 

At  that  time  t  lit?  3  or  cats  t  ‘.c  vor.;  of  the  ilhar  *kov  Selee-  - 
tive  Breeding?  Station  vas  hampered  by  its  limited'  financial 
resources  and  the  lack  of  qualified  scientific  and  technical 
personnel.  Despite  these  difficulties,  however,  two  young 
and  enthusiastic  selectionists,  V,Ya,  Yur’yev  and  B,K,  Bnken 
continued  to  pursue  the  work  they  had  begun.  Already  during 
their  f  irst  years  at  the  Station,  they  had  collected,  ana  par¬ 
tially  studied  a  significant  number  of  local  '.end  acn-locaJ 
varieties,  had  determined  the  objects  of  their  research,  and 
outlined  the  basic  selection  trends  for  several  cultures. 

Ac  early  as  1011,  V*Ya,  Yur ;yev  was  able  to  report  on 
the  first  results  and  future  prospects  of  development  at  the 
Station  tc  the  first  All- Rusts  .tan  Congress  of  heed  Growers 
and  Selectionists  held  in  Kharkov  in  that  year. 

Among  the  basic  agricultural  cultures  with  which  V* Ya« 
Vur'ys?  first  experimented  wan  corn, 

Xt  is  apparent  from  the  reference  literature  that  in 
the  forest-steppe  region  which  was  the  site  of  the  kkar’kov. 
Selective  Breeding.  Station,  corn  at  that  time  had  been  of  in¬ 
significant  productive  importance,  Corn-isovn  area  in  the 
Khar’/kov  Guberni ya  in  the  years  1509-191?  amounted  to  only 
five  thousand  dessiatinas  E=  2,7  acres],  while  that  in  the  neigh¬ 
boring  Poltavskaya  Oubertilya  comprised  as  little  as  two  thou¬ 
sand  dessiatinas.  On  the  basis  of  crop-yield  figures  at  the 
Kharftov  and  Poltava  experimental  stations,  V.Ya,  Yur’yav 
began  to  regard . corn  as  one  of  the  most  promising  cultures, 
and  in  1.92  3  initiated  an  extensive  program,  of  selective  breed¬ 
ing  with  it,. He  was  the  originator  of  one  of  the  first  local¬ 
ised  fast-ripening  dent  corn  breeds  —  Khar * ho v  23  and  Khar’¬ 
kov  white  dent}  these  varieties  have  retained  their  produc¬ 
tive  importance  to  the  present  day;  Ehar’Iicv  23,  for  example, 
is  presently  raised  in  five  oblast’s  of  the  Ukrainian  USSR, 
while  Khar’Jcov  white  dent  covers  considerable  corn-growing 
areas,  and  is  one  of  the  parent-varieties  of  well-known  high- 
yield  localized  hybrid  corn  varieties  —  the  Donskoy,  Voro- 
neahskiy,  e t  ai * 

The  outstanding  talents  of  V,Ya,  Yur’yev  as  a  selec¬ 
tive  breeding  scientist  cams  into  full  flowering  only  after 
the  advent  of  the  Soviet  regime, 

.  During-  the  ported  from  1920  tc  1930,  Y,ya„.  Ynr’yev 
created  his  first  high-yield  varieties  of  winter  and  spring 
wheat,  barley,  cats,  and  ether  cultures ,  some  of  which  are 
still  widely  grown?  among  these  are  the  winter  wheat  varie- 


'ties  Eritros  per  limns  « ty .  a  ..r»d  Ferruginous  1239  grown  in  15 
oblast  *8,  Eurupeua  353  barley  grows  in  13  oblast *a,  and 
Khar’kov  596  oats  grov/n  iu  four  oblart’s,  et  al. 

Most  of  the  selective  varieties  we re  obtained  by  V.Ya* 
Yur’yev  by  the  methods  of  individual  and  mass  selection  from 
local  breeds,  using  a  highly-developed  agrotechnics.  The 
great  value  of  using  local  varieties  for  selective  purposes 
was  confirmed  by  this  method  a  long  tine  ago.  The  systematic 
utilisation  of  rich  local  material  and  its  thorough  study 
allowed  V.Ya,  Yur  ’yev  and  his  pt’plls  to  gain  a  comprehensive 
understanding  of  the  ecological  type  of  each  culture  as  it 
developed  under  specific  conditions  *  and  then  to  make  a  cor¬ 
rect  f o raw iat ion  of  a  selective  pattern  based  on  the  needs 
of  socialist  .agricultural  production. 

Selection  work  on  individual  local  varieties  is  still 
continuing  at  the  Ukrainian  Plant-Growing,  Selective  Breeding, 
and  Genetics  Scientific  .Research  Institute,  As  a  result  of 
this  work,  the  Institute  in  194?. succeeded  in  deriving  a 
valuable  variety  of  hard  spring  wheat  called  Narodnaya,  and 
which  is  now  grown  in  31  oblast’s,  -due  of  its  originators 
was  V.Ya,  Yur *yev,  In  1949  a  high-yield  variety  of  kidney 
beans,  Khar’kov  4,  was  planted  in  five  Ukrainian  oblast’s. 

It  is  important  to  mention  that  both  of  these  varieties 
were  developed  on  the  basis  of  Indigenous  breeds  grown  for 
many  decades  in  the  Khar  ’l;o  Vs  3c  aye  and  Poiavskaya  Oblast’s. 

In  order  to  improve  .the  quality  of  indigenous  and  selective 
varieties,  they  were  .used  in  the  method  of  intravarietal 
breeding  (for  individual  cultures)  of  single  types  differ¬ 
ently  raised;  this  technique  was  used,  for  example,  iu  the 
development  of  the  I’arednaya  variety,  and  is  particularly 
effective  in  seed  selection  work  with  rye  and  other  cross- 
pollinating  cultures.  Thus,  the  intravarietal  repollination 
of  rye  plants  grown  under  various  conditions,  followed  by 
the  systematic  selection  of  resulting  cultures  permitted 
an  increase  in  the  yield  of  EharSkov  194  rye  to  a  level 
so  high  that  it  is  now  raised  in  25  oblast’s  and  is  sown  on 
an  ares  of  one  million  hectares.  As  a-,  result  of  the  systema¬ 
tic  use  of  intravarietal  selection  for  crop- yield  and  hardi¬ 
ness  within  recent  years,  an  even  mors  productive  variety 
of  Khar’kov  55  rye,  grown  in  the.  Kursknya  and  Belgorodskaya 
.Oblast’s  since  X958,  was  developed  on  the  bs.sis  of  I.hr.r *kov 
194  enriched  by  means  of  . repel linat ion. 

In  addition  to  utilising  local  varieties,  V.Ya,  Yur’- 
yev  and  his  collective  have  since  1925  devoted  'most  of  their 
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attention  to  hybrid! sat ion  work,  which  is  now  the  basic 
Bet hod'  used  in  conjunction  with  the  channeled  breeding  of 
plants  and  systematic  selection,. 

At  a  s one what  later  dote  the  Institute  began  the 
thorough  study  and  cross-breeding  of  foreign  varieties  col¬ 
lected  by  Our  country *s  major  scientists  H.J,  Vavilov,  P.M» 
ZfeukovsIiTy ,  3,M,.  Bukaeov,  et  al.  For  example,  on  the  basis 
of  varieties  originating  in  Asia  Minor  and  Abyssinia,  V.Ya, 


Yur * yev  and  his  colleagues  developed  two  high-yield  breeds 
of  barley  —  the  Yubileynyy  and  Ihar'kov  306,  as  well  as 
valuable  hybrid  materials  for  further  selection. 


Since  1094,  V.Ya*  Yur’ysv  lias  been  vigorously  suppor¬ 
ting  an  Inotitue  program  in  selective  genetics  research, 
and  since  1039  has  been  encouraging  studies  on  the  natural 
changeability  of  linear  "self -pollinating  varieties*  These 
researches  served  as  a  basis  for  proving  the  effectiveness 
of  the  intravarietal  improvement  selection,  which  have  al¬ 
ready  yielded  several  new  varieties  of  winter  wheat  and 
other  cultures ,  At  the  same  time,  the  Institute  selection¬ 
ists  have  used  in  their  work  the  theory  of  stagewise  devel¬ 
opment  worked  out  "by  Academician  T.J>.  Lysenko,  using  in 
their  work  Uis  theoretical  hypotheses  as  regards  the  laws 
of  plant  fertilisation,-  transformation  of  spring  into  winter 


vari eties ,  etc. 

The  selection  work  of  V ,Ya,  Yur’yev  is  characterized 
by  a  clearly  defined  orientation  and  sense  of  integration 
with  productive  needs,-  This  type  of  organization  in  selec¬ 
tive  procedures  was  introduced  by  V.Ya*  Yur *yev  at  the  In¬ 
stitute  'during  the  period  1920-192?.  In  addition  to  selec¬ 
tionists,  the  Institute  staff  also  includes  physiologists, 
entomologists','  phytobiologists,  technologists  t  biochemists , 
and  cytological  geneticists  —  a  factor-  which  to  a.  signifi¬ 
cant  degree  contributed  to  Y.Ya#  YUr*yev*s  success.  lie  and 
his  colleagues  have  created  1.9  varieties  of  grain  cultures 
which  are-  now  sown  on  an  area  of  nearly  2  million  hectares 
in  the  USSR. 

During  World  War  11,  V,Y&#  Yur *ycv  devoted  much  of 
his  energy  to  the  organization  of  selective  seed—gro wing 


work  at  the  Chelyabinsk  Selection  Station  and  to  the  re- 
establishment  of  activities  at  the  Eharfkov  Selection  Sta¬ 
tion  upon  his  return  there  ir.  1944.  Thanks  to  the  assistance 
of  Party  and  state  organs,  and  as  a  result  of  the  enthusias¬ 
tic  cooperation  of  the  entire  collective,  the  Station  soon 
reached  pre-War  levels  in  its  work  and  quickly  resumed  all 


of  its  experimental  selection  activities . 

in  his  numerous  published  works,  V.Ya,  Yur’yev  shared 
his  extensive  experience  in  the  methods  of  developing  varie¬ 
ties.,  and  describing  them,  and  dealt  with  various  specialized 
and  general  problems  in  selection  and  seed  growing . in  the 
TJSGIl,  *K*ere  exists  a  vary  popular  textbook  for  higher  ag¬ 
ronomical  educational  institutions,  entitled  “General  Field 
Culture  Selection  and  Seed  Growing'*,  V,Ya,  Yur’yev  was  the 
editor  and  a  coauthor  of  this  book,  which  went  through  three 
editions  and  foreign  translations. 

as  organizer  and  leader  of  selective  seed-growing  work 
at  the  Station,  V.Ya.  Yur’yev  has  done  much  in  the  field  of 
training  cadres  of  selectionists  and  seed  growers.  Many  of 
his  pupils  have  become  prominent  specialists. 

Numerous  graduate  students  have  studied  under  his 
guidance  within  recrat  years.  Since  1937  V.Ya,  Yur’yev  has 
been  head  of  the  selection  and  seed-growing  department  at 
the  Kharkov  Agri  cultural  Institute  irneni  V.V.*  Dokuchayev.  • 

V.Ya,  Yur’yev  systematically  writes  articles  for  the 
periodic  press,  takes  an  active  part  in  All-Union,  republican, 
and  local  meetings  on. agriculture  and  other  important  prob¬ 
lems,  He  conducts  a  voluminous  correspondence  with  scientists, 
agronomists,  experimental  Michurinites ,  students,  and  school- 
children,  answering  their  requests  for  seeds  and  replying
